No major problems 
on debut of massive 
Red Line renovations

Commuting on the South Side changed funda- 
mentally Monday Yet at the same time, noth- 
ing changed. 

CTA Red Line trains were absent from the 
median of the Dan Ryan Expressway for the 
first weekday since the south branch opened al- 
most 44 years ago, except for a short disruption 
during the blizzard of 1979 and a two-day strike 
later that year, transit officials said. 

But as a five-month, $425 million track re- 
placement project began this week on the 
southern half of the Red Line, making transit 
connections to get to work or school on time 
and, above all, staying safe remain constant 
concerns for riders. 

To that end, the number of Chicago police 
officers and CTA employees wearing orange 
vests seemed to rival at times the number of 
commuters boarding and exiting free shuttle 
buses or waiting on rail platforms. 


Still, some riders were stressed out. 

For Ed Houston it was about punching in not 
a minute later than 9 a.m. 

“I got a boss, woo, man, he said ‘you better be 
here on time,’ ” Houston, 48, a painter, said as 
he transferred from a rerouted Red Line train 
that he boarded at the Ashland/63rd station to 
a Green Line train at Garfield. His final destina- 
tion was Oak Park. “Eve been late to work a cou- 
ple of times because of the CTA,” Houston said. 

“My boss, he said this (Red Line project] is 
not an exception. So I got to be there. I need 
my job.” 

“But it’s good today Everything is running 
all right for the first day,” added Houston, who 
said he left home a half-hour earlier than usual, 
just in case. 

The No. 29 State Street bus experienced high- 
er-than-expected ridership Monday morning, 
CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 

“We have added additional buses for to- 
night’s rush and will have additional bus trips 
for morning and evening rush periods going 
forward,” Chase said, adding that overall, the 
first day went weU, marked by no major prob- 
lems with bus or train service. 


CTA reports uptick 
in crimes this month 

Attention, customers: There has been 
an uptick in theft on CTA trains in the 
Loop this month.

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OFFICIALS RUSH TO FIND SURVIVORS 
AFTER TORNADO SMASHES OKLAHOMA

MOORE, Okla. A massive tornado tore 
through the Oklahoma City suburb of 
Moore on Monday, killing at least 51 people 
with winds of up to 200 mph that flattened 
entire tracts of homes, two schools and a 
hospital, leaving awake of tangled wreckage. 

Rescue workers raced against the setting 
sun to And survivors as the dangerous storm 
system threatened as many as 10 states with 
more twisters. 

The Oklahoma medical examiner con- 
firmed 51 deaths, including 20 children, mak- 
ing it the deadliest U.S. tornado since one 
killed 161 people in Joplin, Mo., two years 
ago, according to the National Weather Ser- 
vice. There were 70 reported tornado-relat- 
ed deaths in all of 2012. 

Some 20 to 30 schoolchildren were miss- 
ing and feared dead beneath the rubble, 
KFOR-TV reported, citing unnamed offi- 
cials from the scene. 

Police and fire crews pulled third-graders 
from the devastated Plaza Towers Elemen- 
tary school in Moore, a KFOR reporter said 
from the scene, and aerial video showed 
teams sifting through the rubble left behind. 

“I have never seen anything like this in my 
18 years covering tornadoes here in Oklaho- 
ma City This is without question the most 
horrific,” said Lance West, a reporter for 
KFOR. 

The National Weather Service Storm 
Prediction Center provided the town with 
a warning 16 minutes before the tornado 
touched down at 3:01 p.m. local time, which 
is more than the average eight to 10 minutes 
of warning, said Keli Pirtle, a spokeswoman 
for the center in Norman, Okla. 

The notice was upgraded to emergency 
warning with “heightened language” at 
2:56 p.m., or five minutes before the tornado 
touched down, Pirtle said. 


TV images showed blocks of homes lev- 
eled by the powerful tornado, cars piled atop 
one another and buildings on fire. 

The National Weather Service assigned 
the twister a preliminary ranking of EF4 on 
the Enhanced Fujita Scale, meaning the sec- 
ond-most powerful category of tornado with 
winds up to 200 mph. 

Briarwood Elementary School, which also 
stood in the storm’s path, was all but de- 
stroyed. On the first floor, sections of walls 
had been peeled away, affording clear views 
into the building, while in other areas, cars 
hurled by the storm winds were lodged in the 
walls. 

While the school was a wreck, nearby 
playground equipment stood undamaged, 
though littered with rubble. 

Across the street, people picked through 
the remains of their homes, looking for any 
possessions they might salvage. 

At least 45 people were injured, according 
to officials of four hospitals. 

“{The injured] are coming in minute by 
minute,” Integris Southwest Medical Center 
spokeswoman Brooke Cayot said. Of the 19 
injured there, seven were in critical condi- 
tion, seven serious and five listed as fair or 
good, Cayot said. 

The University of Oklahoma Medical 
Center had received at least 20 injured. St. 
Anthony Healthplex South in Oklahoma 
City said it received four patients and Mid- 
west Regional received four. 

Moore Medical Center sustained signifi- 
cant damage. 

“The whole city looks like a debris field,” 
Glenn Lewis, the mayor of Moore, told NBC. 

“It looks like we have lost our hospital,” 
he said. “I drove by there a while ago and it’s 
pretty much destroyed.” 

Fire, rescue and emergency medical teams 
from across the state converged on Moore,

The massive twister struck at the height 
of tornado season, and more have been fore- 
cast. On Sunday, tornadoes killed two people 
and injured 39 in Oklahoma. 

Witnesses said Monday’s tornado ap- 
peared more fierce than the giant twister 
that was among the dozens that tore up the 
region on May 3, 1999, killing more than 40

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people and destroying thousands of homes. 
That tornado ranked as an EF5, meaning it 
had winds of more than 200 mph. 

The 1999 event ranks as the third-cost- 
liest tornado in U.S. history, having caused 
more than $i billion in damage at the time, 
or more than $1.3 billion in today’s dollars. 
Only the devastating Joplin and Tuscaloosa 
tornadoes in 2011 were more costly. 


The National Weather Service predicted 
a 10 percent chance of tornadoes in parts of 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Illinois. It said parts of four other 
states —Wisconsin, Indiana, Michigan and 
Iowa— have a 5 percent risk of tornadoes. 

The area at greatest risk includes Joplin, 
which on Wednesday will mark two years 
since the tornado that killed 161 people.

Cubs fans can drink 
to forgiveness

Ellen Shockley, the beer-tossing wife from 
the left field bleachers of Wrigley Field, 
wanted Chicago Cubs fans to know one 
thing about her. 

She is not a serial beer-tosser. 

“If it was not my husband, I would not 
have done it,” Shockley said Monday after 
the video of the incident went viral. 

Ellen and her husband, Tim, who met in 
the bleachers and have been married since 
1992, were at Sunday’s Cubs-Mets game 
when Tim tried to reach over his head for 
Travis Wood’s two-run homer. While doing 
so, he accidentally spilled a little of his beer 
onto Ellen. The WGN-TV cameras then 
caught Ellen tossing her beer over Tim’s head. 
The scene was replayed a few times, including 
in slow motion.

The Shockleys were laughing at the video 
and enjoying their 15 minutes of fame Mon- 
day after hearing it was on “SportsCenter,” 
“Good Morning America” “WGN Morning 
News” and other news and sports shows. 

But by midday Monday, Tim began read- 
ing negative comments about Ellen’s act of 
retaliation on some blogs and Internet re- 
ports, which he felt crossed the line. 

“They were saying things like she needed 
anger management, or that she was prob- 
ably a Sox fan,” Tim said. 

“I think they were too hard on her. I 
thought it was funny,” he said. “It’s not like 
she shot me. Not that I want to give her any 
ideas or anything.” 

Ellen said she decided to drench her hus- 
band in retaliation for him spilling on her, 
but didn’t realize it was going to be on You- 
Tube 20 minutes later. 

“My first reaction was ‘You [expletive]. 
I’m soaking wet, so now you are going to 
be soaking wet, too,’ ” she said. “But really, 
I would not have done that to a stranger 
if that happened. I might have jumped on 
him.” 

The two have a partial season ticket plan 
in the bleachers, and said they stand in the 
same spot near the back row whenever 
they’re together at a game.
